IN MEMORIUM—GEORGE DOUKAS 


Outwardly, the station’s activities went 
on much as usual last 22 July: blimps sail- 
ed overhead, trucks ‘passed up and down 
the roads; sailors walked here and there. 
But inwardly, it was with heavy heart that 
the station carried the morning report that 
George Doukas, PHM2c, had died in a 
Portland hospital after an automobile acci- 
dent of the night before. 


George made friends easily—the kind 
who stick, and these he numbered in and 
out of the service, among officers and en- 
listed men alike. He had a natural knack 
of working well with everybody. He was 
conscientious and learned fast as his rapid 
rise in the Navy indicates, from HA2c on 
8 July, 1942, to PHM38e in 1943 and PHM2c 
on last Oct. 1. His marks for conduct and 
competency were execellent, and his fine 
sense of humor made him a good compan- 
ion on duty and liberty sections alike. 

George was an Easterner. He was born 
in Boston, Mass., in 1820. In March, 1942, 
he came to Chicago and took his boot train- 
ing at Great Lakes. In July of the same 
year his tour of duty was a Navy Con.- 
struction Battalion at Kediak, Alaska. Af- 
ter 21 months of service at this lonely sta- 
tion, he returned to the states and was at- 
tached to the Hedron complement of NAS 
Tillamook. 

It is with deep sorrow that the station 
pays humble tribute to a fine shipmate, a 
generous friend, and a real man.

RIDING THE BEAM 

The “Link Trainer’ has caught the imag- 
ination of the people of this country as 
a tangible step from an earth-bound to an 
air-borne existence. Link is the name of 
the American who invented this device for 
assisting airmen in getting the feel for 
blind or instrument flying. Believe it or 
not, this station can honestly boast it has 
the biggest Link Trainer building in the 
world, Hangar “A”. In quality, the Link 
Trainer stands high under the capable 
guidance of instructors Richard M. Bos- 
well, AMM2c (LTA), and Charles G. Johns, 


AMM2c (LTA). 

In appearance, the Link Trainer is a 
small replica of a plane, activated mechan- 
ically from one point of support in order 
to allow for ordinary movements of a 
plane, such as pitch, roll, and yaw. The 
cockpit contains all controls, radio equip- 
ment, and necessary instruments found in 
a conventional Navy Instrument Training 
plane. Boswell and Johns have pioneered 
in adapting the Link program to Lighter- 
than-Air ships, and through their initiative 
and experimentation have perfected several 
original devices for which they earned com- 
mendations from the Bureau of Aeronau- 
tics. The course given here is primarily 
for LTA pilots. 

Each Squadron officer has approximate- 
ly one hour a week on the trainer. When 
he arrives, he first receives an hour’s in- 
struction in the theory of radio navigation. 

In the next lesson he climbs aboard the 
Link and begins basic range work. After 
this phase is completed, the pilot is ready 
to tackle a series of orientation problems 
on the radio range. 

Radio direction finding, or “homing”, is 
the next. phase of work, and consists of 
using radio signals to come home to the 
field of a particular station. This course 
takes on the average 15 hours to complete. 

Boswell and Johns have been teamed up 
in Link Trainer Operations for the past 
2 years. They arrived here from Moffett 
Field in February, bringing with them an 
extensive background of trainer operations.
